The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Warren in the Coun- 
ty of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs:

6 To see if the town will accept State-Aid for 
construction on the Class 2 A road, known as the Lake 
Tarleton road, and raise and appropriate for said pur- 
pose the sum of $1500.00; or will accept State Aid for 
the construction of Class V roads and raise and appro- 
priate for said purpose the sum of $237.43. 


7 To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $400.00 for White Pine Blister Rust 
Control in cooperation with the State Forestry and 
Recreation Department. 


8 To raise and appropriate money for the sup- 
port of town poor. 


9 To raise and appropriate money for town lib- 
rary.

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called for this should be a good year to supply these 
two needs. 

I am glad to report that through the kindness of 
friends and parents in Glencliff a hot dish is being 
served to those pupils who stay at school during the 
noon hour. It would be a worthy activity if some or- 
ganization or group of organizations could furnish a 
hot dish or milk for some of the children in the village 
school.
